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NO PLASTER SAINT 


Mother Margaret of College of 
New Rochelle sent the Service Bureau 
a copy of NO PLASTER SAINT, a play 
about St. Therese of Lisieux by 
Gilbert Cesbron, translated by 
Marguerite Waldman. Then came news 
of its production by Les Compagnons 
in Montreal under its original French 
title, BRISER LA STATUE. 


And now we have a letter from the 
St. Genesius Players Guild of Montreal 
telling of Father Dubee's plans to 
produce it in the fall. Father has 
suggested that Conference members 
may be interested in staging this 
script. It is published by Hollis & 
Carter, Ltd., 25 Ashley Place, London, 
S.W. 1, England - royalty $10.00. 

The play has a cast of 15 females 
and / males plus extras. It is writ- 
ten in three acts with a prologue. 


The first production was given at 
the Mélingue, Paris in 1947. Robert 
Speaight in reviewing the production 
wrote in "Time and Tide": "The drama- 
tist has set out to rescue St. Therese 
from the sugary plaster-prison in which 
the merchants of ecclesiastical art 
have so long immured her .... For an 
audience who can enter with sympathy 
into a drama played out on the arid 
and sunlit plateau of the spiritual 
life BRISER LA STATUE is a profound 
experience". 


Gabriel Marcel in Les Nouvelles 

Litteraires commented upon it as 

"a play which could be staged anywhere 
in the Catholic world". Alain Palante 
in La France Catholique said: "This is 
a play which enriches, as excellent 
from the spiritual as from the dramatic 
point of view". In a letter to the 
author Daniel-Rops wrote: "Throughout 





you have maintained a note of simplicity, 


of inner grandeur and of authentic 
spirituality to which no Christian can 
remain indifferent". Jean Mauduit in 
Temoignage Chretien claims Gilbert 
Cesbron “has quite simply rediscovered 
one of the great, but long neglected 
themes of the theatre”.

EAST-CENTRAL REGION 


This is by way of a "catch-up" 
article now that we have the facts 
and details concerning activities 
in the Kentucky section of the East- 
Central Region. 

As an outgrowth of the regional 
meeting held in Cincinnati in the 
fall of '47 several members united 
in efforts to awaken interest in the 
Catholic groups in Catholic Action 
through drama. 

In January 1948 a meeting of both 
adult and teen-age levels was held 
with general sessions and group ses- 
sions bringing excellent discussions 
and resulting in a Play Festival at 
a later date. All the Catholic high 
schools of Louisville participated.

Rev. Karl Schroeder, 
Conference President, was the prin- 
cipal speaker; his subject: "The 
Drama, the Church's Oldest and Rusti- 
est Weapon”. 

Sectional meetings were held on 
the subjects of Stage Lighting and 
Sets, Demonstration of Application of 
Theatrical Makeup, Rehearsal Technique 
and Casting, Radio Writing and Pro- 
duction Forum, The Right Play at the 
Right Time and Dramatics in Television. 

The one-act play, "The Pot Boil- 
er", was presented in arena style by 
the Roswitha Players of Nazareth Col- 
lege, Louisville. 

Sister Patricia Ann, S.C.N. of 
Nazareth College, Louisville has 
brought us up to date on these activi- 
ties. The Executive Committee who 
planned the regional events includes 
a representative from Catholic Theatre 
Guild of Louisville; Nazareth College, 
Louisville and Nazareth College, 
Nazareth, Ky. Final event is to be a 
high school Play Festival with all the 
Louisville high schools plus a young 
Catholic group and two outlying schools 
taking part. A good report on their 
efforts to further the work of the 
Conference in the Kentucky area!
